While Paltrow and Dunham don’t plan to 
actually do any editing, they'll still be heavily 
involved in the process of cultivating and 
nurturing writers, most of whom won’t be 
famous. The Goop-branded authors will be 
experts in their fields—skin care, diet, and 
so on—but at Lenny books, “you'll also see a 
lot ofnoncelebrity authors who we can try to 
publish really well, as a way to develop tal- 
ented writers,” says Ward. “That, to me, is 
the core mission.

WAVE 


Arresting details about Hollywood's rush to lock in the 
next criminally addictive docudrama. By Lynette Rice 


MAYBE THEY SHOULD RENAME 
it the Trial of Two Centuries. 
FX’s American Crime Story 
not only introduced the O.J. 
Simpson murder case to a 
whole new generation of arm- 
chair detectives, it has kicked 
off a spate of true-crime pro- 
gramming reminiscent of 
the late 90s, when NBC aired 
Dateline five nights a week. 
Naturally, networks are 
cherry-picking the highest- 
profile cases of the past 50 
years to rush into production. 
CBS will team with Tom 
Forman (Extreme Makeover: 
Home Edition) to produce an 
unscripted series reexamining 
the infamous murder case of 
JonBenét Ramsey, the 6-year- 
old girl who was found dead in 
her Colorado home in 1996 
after her parents reported her 
missing. If ordered to series, 
the anthology show could 
debut this fall—just in time 
for the 20th anniversary of 
Ramsey’s death this December. 


Over at NBC, tiberproducer 
Dick Wolf plans as early as this 
fall to dramatize real-life crimi- 
nal trials each season on Law & 
Order: True Crime. First up, 
he’ll tackle the case of Lyle and 
Erik Menendez, who were con- 
victed of first-degree murder in 
1996 for fatally shooting their 
parents. Meanwhile, Making a 
Murderer attorney Dean Strang 
is peddling his own docuseries 
(not related to the Steven 
Avery case), while there’s been 
chatter about revisiting the 
Patty Hearst story and a poten- 
tial remake of The Staircase, the 
2004 French miniseries about 
the murder trial of Michael 
Peterson, whose wife Kathleen 
fell down a set of stairs 

and died. “The public has had 
a fascination with crime for 
centuries, real and fictional,” 
Wolf tells EW. “In many cases, 
including the Menendez 
brothers, real life can be more 
compelling than fiction.” 

And who better to prove 
that point than Investigation 
Discovery, which will follow 
its pointless Making a Murderer 
special in January with Hard 
Evidence: OJ Is Innocent, with 
executive producer Martin 
Sheen. Yep, you read that right:

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The Good Wife has always been a show about lying. 


From the minute Peter Florrick 
Eliot Spitzered that line of 
malarkey in the pilot about how 
he needed to atone for his 
personal failings with his wife, 
Alicia, the series unspooled into 
an irresistible tale of heart- 
breaking deception and uncon- 
scionable betrayal. But now it’s 
time for everyone to face a 
cold, hard truth: The critically 
beloved drama is coming to a 
halt. In anticipation of its May 8 
finale (9 p.m. on CBS), we gave 
The Good Wife creators 
Michelle and Robert King the 
kind of grilling Will Gardner 
would be proud of about the 
five-time Emmy-winning series, 
and put star Julianna Margulies 
on the stand to testify about the 
send-off they gave her career- 
defining character. 


So we've come to the end. 
What should every series finale 
achieve? What do you hope 
yours gives your viewers? 
ROBERT KING It should be sur- 
prising but inevitable. That's a 
very difficult bar to hit, so...be 
kind. | hope viewers will feel like 
they want to start at the begin- 
ning of the series again. | hope 
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it's like Finnegans Wake, where 
the end leads them right back 
to the beginning. 


When did you figure out how 
you wanted to end the series? 
MICHELLE KING We started The 
Good Wife because we needed 
a job. When we found ourselves 
picked up for a second season, 
we decided to write the show 
as if it were a story—with a 
beginning, middle, and an end. 
ROBERT We wrote the first 

13 episodes as if it was a self- 
contained story, because when 
we did a series on ABC a few 
years earlier [2006's In Justice], it 
never went past the 13th epi- 
sode. But when we thought that 
things were clicking on The 
Good Wife and the cast felt like it 
was clicking, then we could write 
with some security that we could 
go further. It’s almost mindless 
to keep writing as if there is no 
end. That's not really storytelling. 
That's just like trying to imitate 
life or about making money. It 
helped us kind of feel that there 
was some shape to the series. 


Is there a particular legacy you 
hope the show has? 


ROBERT Yikes, that’s hard to 


ee 
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think about. | do think people 
will think of the show in terms 
of its multidimensional female 
characters. It might also be 
thought of as a gravestone on 
the 22-episodes-a-year para- 
digm. Twenty-two a year is just 
too difficult, too backbreaking. 
But it would be nice if people 
thought of it in terms of its 
cynicism and its comedy; that’s 
what we found most fun. 


Looking back, which char- 
acters surprised you most? 
MICHELLE Diane. When we 
conceived the show, she was 
more at odds with Alicia. Both 
Diane and Cary, at the very 
beginning, were slightly 
antagonistic toward Alicia. 

But we have a fault of falling in 
ove with our antagonists. So 
hat plan fell out the window. 
ROBERT People also seemed 

o enjoy Kalinda’s ambiguity, 
which is very odd for TV. 

TV always seems to want to 
move toward satisfying myster- 
ies, not keeping mysteries alive. 
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JEFF NEUMANN/CBS (2) 


But whenever we failed Kalinda, 
it was for being too explicit about 
who she was. | think even though 
we have to commit to an idea 
when we write a script, it’s better 
that the audience have their own 
instincts of what it’s about. 


Do you have a favorite charac- 
ter or, at least, favorite season? 
MICHELLE All the seasons are 
our children, so it’s hard to favor 
one over the other, but still, the 
first half of the fourth season 
probably won't get into college 
and might live over the garage 
and work odd jobs for a while. 


Did you ever consider changing 
the title sequence? 

ROBERT After the first season, 
we cut something together that 
was more Internet-based 
because we thought the news- 
print dots were kind of dated. 
We liked it and thought it worked 
really well. Then we sent it by 
CBS and they said, “Are you kid- 
ding? It’s terrible.” They weren't 
necessarily wrong. | think what 


they were going for was the 
familiarity, because there are so 
many other elements of the 
show that kept changing. 


Do you know how many 
iterations of Lockhart/Gardner 
there have been? 

ROBERT It’s got to be five, right? 
Stern, Lockhart & Gardner was 
the start, and then Lockhart, 
Gardner & Associates. And then 
the next one would have had to 
have been when Will died— 
Lockhart & Lee, maybe—and 
then Harry comes back. Then 
Alicia comes back. So | think it’s 
got to be six. [Ed. note: It’s 
actually 10: Stern, Lockhart & 
Gardner; Lockhart/Gardner; 
Lockhart, Gardner & Bond; 
Lockhart & Associates; Lockhart 
& Lyman; LG; Florrick, Agos & 
Associates; Lockhart Gardner 
Canning; Florrick, Agos & Lock- 
hart; and Lockhart, Agos & Lee.] 


And now let's get to Alicia 
specifically. Why doesn’t she 
have any friends? 


las REUL! 
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MICHELLE | would argue that 
she does. | mean, Lucca is her 
riend. We've been trying to play 
he truth of Alicia's life, which is 
hat she has had friends. Those 
riends have been in the work- 
place because Alicia hasn‘t 
eally had time for friends. She's 
been a single mother. 

ROBERT We didn't want to rely 
on what we felt were tropes of 
his kind of “troubled-woman 
show,’ like going into therapy or 
having bitch sessions with two 
or three friends whom she sat 
and drank wine with. Alicia’s 
problem was a very singular one. 
Also, this show is about lying. 
And | think part of the show 
acknowledges the fact that peo- 
ple are rarely telling the truth 
even when they’ trying to be 
honest. And so | thought, “If we 
have her sit down with a friend, it 
would be a friendship of lies,” 
which | think was not necessarily 
where we wanted to go deeper. 


Is Alicia an alcoholic? 


MICHELLE Absolutely not. | think 
she likes her wine and tequila, 
but no, she has never suffered 
an alcohol-related problem.

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She's never missed work. She's 
never been arrested. She's 
never done anything because 
of alcohol that she regretted. 
ROBERT She had this great epi- 
sode with Lucca where she 
confesses, “I find myself drink- 
ing more and more.”

on the verge of depression. 
And | don’t know if you distin- 
guish between those two. 


Was keeping Will Gardner's 
death a secret your proudest 
moment? 

MICHELLE We were very fortu- 
nate in that the crew honored 
he show. Everyone who knew, 
including background actors, 
honored the show. They knew 
or months, and everyone chose 
o keep it quiet. It was really the 
nicest thing in the world. 
ROBERT What is so amazing is 
hat we had to shoot three to 
our other episodes in which it 
was very clear that Will had 
died. And background was very 
privy to the fact that Will was 
dead in episodes 16, 17, 18, and 
19 before we broadcast episode 
15. We also credit CBS, which 
really understood the need, 
creatively, to keep it secret. 
We're still a little confused by 
how they did it. 


Where the hell did the shows 
within the show—Darkness 

at Noon and The Cow With 

No Country—come from? 
ROBERT We like making fun of 
things. There have been all 
these True Detective kinds of 
shows, which have a very dark 
spin, that felt like they were all 
written by suburban boys who 
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didn't really know true darkness 
but were writing toward what 
heir interests were at the 
moment, or about what was 
cool. So we thought wed make 
un of that by doing it as a “Pre- 
viously on...” at the beginning of 
he episode. It would be slightly 
confusing for a moment for the 
audience, as though they had 
urned to the wrong channel. 
Then we kept it going because 
Charlie Pollock, who played the 
ead in that, was so fun. Then on 
one of our vacations we saw War 
Horse, and we thought it was one 
of the dumbest things we had 
ever seen. Sorry to all the people 
who love War Horse! But that’s 
what made us decide to do the 
Cow With No Country satire. 


You're famous for your deep 
bench of Broadway-pedigreed 
guest stars. Is there anyone you 
couldn't get? 

MICHELLE We did approach 
Lin-Manuel Miranda for a role, 
but unfortunately he wasn't 
available, which was just 

a stab to the heart. 

ROBERT It’s very odd talking 
about who we wanted when, in 
fact, we got so much of what 
we wanted. Wed say, “Let’s try 
to write up a character that’s 
like a Wallace Shawn type,” and 
then we'd go to 
and hear that he wanted to do 
it. | don’t think Michelle and | will 
ever come upon that again. It 
was just a combination of good 
subject matter, a good place to 
shoot, a good lead actress in 
Julianna Margulies, and a crew 
that really made it easy for 
actors to come back again and 
again. So we shouldn't really 
want more than what we got. 


One last question. The current 
presidential campaign: 

Does it make you wish you had 
one more season? 

ROBERT Actually, our upcoming 
show, BrainDead, gives us a 
better prism for looking at this 
election. The country has gone 
insane, and the best way to 
address it is with a show about 
bugs eating politicians’ brains. 
Makes sense to us.

Confession: 


Julianna Margulies cops to her true 
feelings about the show’s finale 


The Kings always said it should end after year 7. 
I think they’re right, but at the same time, it’s going 
to be very hard to let go of a character and this family. 
The Kings had told me they knew how it was going to 
end. I said, “Well, I don’t want to know because I 
need to play in the moment.” When I read the last 
episode, I went, “Oh my God.” It’s pretty intense. 
And here’s the horrible thing: Due to actors’ sched- 
ules, we had to shoot the last scene of the last epi- 
sode first. So that was just brutal. 

At the beginning of the series, there was Alicia, 
standing by the side of her man. For the finale, the 
Kings did something so brilliant with the way she 
reacts to how they’re standing at the podium once 
again. I don’t want to ruin it for anyone, but you'll see 
avery subtle thing at the end that she does physically 
with Peter that’s very different from when you first 
met the two of them. There’s definitely a callback to 
the first episode. 

Christine [Baranski] and I were filming the scene 
late on Friday night, and I looked at her and I said, 


Usually I write to the Kings right away after I read the 
script. I know how hard they worked on the last script, 
but I couldn’t write to them right away. I had to read it 
again. My husband said, “Well, how is:it?” And I said, 
“Tneed to read it again.” Then I read it a third time and 
discussed it with my husband. I knew I loved it and I 
knewit was brilliant, but emotionally, I felt shaky after 
reading it. What’s great about sitting down with some- 
one who’s not on the show was being able to hear his 
take on the ending and how these are all such complex 
characters. He said it all had to end in a complex way 
in order for it to stay true. He was right. And so I read 
it a fourth time with that in mind. The script for the 
last episode came with a bottle of wine from the Kings 
with the note: “It wouldn’t be right to not give Alicia a 
bottle of wine for when she reads this.” I decided not 
to have the wine until I was ready to email them. After 
the fourth read, I opened the wine and wrote to them: 
“Tt’s nothing short of brilliant.”

ANIMOSITY. 


After eight years and 12 movies spent fighting 
aliens, robots, madmen, monsters, and other 
planet-imperiling mayhem, Marvel’s heroes 
are doing what most burned-out, overworked 
professionals do when faced with unrelent- 
ing crisis: They’re turning on each other. In 
Captain America: Civil War, the battle lines 
are simple—even if the emotions beneath 
them are not. Chris Evans’ incorruptible Cap 
ends up at odds with Robert Downey Jr.’s 
Iron Man, forcing their friends and allies to 
pick a side and put up their dukes. 
Ostensibly, the two heroes clash over who 
should have control over the superpowered— 
should it be the collective governments of the 
orld or the heroes’ individual consciences? 
And what should the consequences be 
when their best efforts go awry? But those 
disagreements are just fuses that ignite a 
series of long-buried secrets, betrayals, and 
jealousies that, once the credits roll, will for- 
ever change the way fans look at the Marvel 
Cinematic Universe. 

Still, there’s no question that Cap and Iron 
Man care about each other deeply. People 
who don’t love each other could never get 
this angry at each other. “This is an argument 


and a struggle with your family, for you 
family, and against your family,” says Evans, 
Normal people may not settle their quarrels 
by hurling each other through walls, but th 
actor says the emotional death match in Civi 
War is just an exaggerated version of an ultra 
tense holiday dinner. “I think it’s much more 
akin to [disputes] we have in life,” Evans says. 
“Arguments with your family can be far 
worse than struggles with your enemy.” 

About a month before Civil War opens in 
theaters, four of the architects of the movie— 
Evans, Marvel Studios president Kevin Feige, 
and directors Joe and Anthony Russo (who 
also helmed the last Cap movie, The Winter 
Soldier)—gather in a conference room at 
Marvel Studios to answer the kind of ques- 
tions that you could imagine arising after a 
real family squabble: How did we get here? And 
where do we go now? 

The Civil War script uses the brotherly 
bond between Cap and Iron Man as a wedge. 
Steve Rogers defies Tony Stark and the gov- 
ernments of the world to protect his best 
friend, Bucky Barnes (Sebastian Stan), one 
of the last remnants of Rogers’ old life as a 
scrawny Depression-era kid who still feels 
lost in time. Barnes served alongside Cap in 
World War II, but was presumed killed 
in battle, only to be resuscitated by the 
Soviet Union as brainwashed assassin 
Winter Soldier. These days, Bucky is hiding 
out, trying to rebuild the memories of who

he used to be, when he becomes the prime 
suspect in an act of terrorism. 

The unseen manipulator steering the 
heroes into conflict with one another is a 
shadowy operative played by Daniel Briihl 
(Rush), whose motivation can’t be revealed 
without spoiling the story. He shares a name 
with the Marvel Comics villain Helmut 
Zemo, but has a significantly different back- 
story. “He’s still similar to what you know of 
Zemo, a revenge character,” Joe Russo says. 
But it’s better not to say any more. 


> THE MOVIE IS INSPIRED BY MARK MILLAR’S 
2006-07 comic-book series of the same 
name. “Civil War had been a dream, now 
almost exactly 10 years,” says Feige, who felt 
the hero vs. hero narrative would pack an 
emotional punch only if the characters had an 
established history. The time seemed right. 
“J thought it was now or never,” Feige recalls. 
“We have that foundation now.” 

During story meetings, photos of super- 
heroes were pushed back and forth across 
a dividing line—Team Cap vs. Team Iron 
Man—as screenwriters Christopher Markus 
and Stephen McFeely and the Marvel brain

trust debated which alliances might generate 
the best drama. Some decisions were easy: 
Don Cheadle’s War Machine is best friends 
with Tony Stark, and Anthony Mackie’s 
Falcon is never going to leave Cap’s side. 
Ditto Winter Soldier. The rest weren’t so 
obvious. Ultimately, Iron Man scored Scar- 
lett Johansson’s Black Widow and Paul 
Bettany’s Vision. Cap nabbed Jeremy 
Renner’s Hawkeye, Elizabeth Olsen’s Scarlet 
Witch, and Paul Rudd’s Ant-Man. 

But there were some missing pieces. The 
biggest was Downey. While most of the 
actors were still under contract, Downey 
wasn’t locked in, and the actor’s agents 
played hardball before Downey finally 
signed on. Without him, Civil War wouldn’t 
have happened. 

Black Panther was added to the cast only 
after Marvel figured out how to introduce the 
prince from the fictional African nation of 
Wakanda in a way that would lay the ground- 
work for his planned 2018 stand-alone film. 
“We thought it would be interesting if we 
could find somebody [in Civil War] who didn’t 
side either way—except for this very per- 
sonal thing that happens to him,” Feige says. 
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w-> STEVE ROGERS 

is tired of marching to 
orders.

Panther harbors a vendetta against the 
Winter Soldier, which places him in opposi- 
tion to Captain America—but he’s not 
necessarily on the side of Iron Man. A pivotal 
historic presence in comics, Panther is the 
first black superhero, and so Chadwick Bose- 
man (who starred as the first black major 
league baseball player, Jackie Robinson, in 
42) seemed an ideal choice to take him on. 
“The way he plays the [Panther] is very dif- 
ferent than anybody else in the Marvel 
universe,” Joe Russo says. “He’s very quiet 
with a certain intensity.” Evans had to adapt 
a bit to that new energy on set. “I’m used to 
doing scenes with Downey, who is just huge 
and kind of blows you back in your seat,” 
Evans says. “And Chadwick really makes you 
lean in a little bit.” 

The other major newcomer was also the 
least likely to happen. Early on, Feige and the 
Marvel team wondered whether there might 
be a remote, outlandish, probably impossible 
chance that they could strike a deal with 
Sony Pictures to add Spider-Man to the mix. 
The rival studio had exclusively licensed 
Spidey years before Marvel started making 
its own movies, so the character had never 
appeared in any Marvel movie. 

But after the disappointment of The Amaz- 
ing Spider-Man 2—and a hacking scandal that 


upended studio leadership—Sony agreed to 
discuss a deal. In exchange for getting the 
webslinger a supporting role in Civil War, 
Feige agreed to help produce Sony’s 2017 
Spider-Man reboot. There’s also the chance 
now that other MCU heroes could join 
Peter Parker in next year’s stand-alone. 
“Spidey is in the universe now, and the fun 
of the universe is that characters go back 
and forth,” Feige says. 

Tom Holland, 19, won the role after screen 
tests with both Downey and Evans. “Kids 
came in and put on these ridiculous Spider- 
Man pajamas,” Evans says. Holland, a trained 
gymnast, stood out. “The scene [he was audi- 
tioning with] says ‘Spider-Man flips in and 
lands,’” Evans recalls. “And Tom was like, 
‘Should I do that?’” The execs in the room 
panicked. “Marvel doesn’t want to see this kid 
break his neck, so everyone was like, ‘Don’t! 
Don’t! And Joe just started salivating, ‘Do it!” 
Evans laughs. “And Tom did it—and stuck it!” 

Although Holland escaped unscathed, 
the same can’t be said for all the characters 
in Civil War. It’s no accident that the next 
four movies in the Marvel lineup—Doctor 
Strange, Guardians of the Galaxy Vol. 2, Thor: 
Ragnarok, and Black Panther—involve char- 
acters not at the heart of Civil War. “That’s 
somewhat intentional,” Feige says. This 
movie will leave things broken—at least 
until 2018’s Avengers: Infinity War Part I. 

Our heroes will have to get through their 
civil war first, and that won’t be easy. In this 
family fight, no punches are pulled. Some of 
them don’t walk away from the fight. And the 
scars are going to last. #«

IN THIS BLOODY, NT THROWBACK 
action-comedy, Rya 
March, a 1970s Los Angeles PI who teams 
up with hardcore muscle-for-hire Jackson 
Healy (Russell Crowe) to find a missing 
girl. Put politely, Holland is the charmer to 
Jackson’s tough guy—the proverbial good 
cop to Jackson’s bad cop. But Gosling isn’t 
being polite about his character. “He’s a 
schmuck,” he says. “All I would hear from 
behind the monitor was ‘What a schmuck!’ 
It was almost like they stopped saying ‘Cut’ 
and just said, ‘God, what a schmuck!” 
Writer-director Shane Black (Iron Man 3) 
knows what that feels like. His career sky- 
rocketed after writing 1987’s Lethal Weapon in 
his early 20s, but when The Long Kiss Good- 
night—for which he’d been paid $4 million to 
write the script—tanked at the box office in 
1996, he became persona non grata in Holly- 
wood. In 2001, when he and his writing 
partner Anthony Bagarozzi came up with the 
idea for The Nice Guys, Black couldn’t get a 
green light. “I was drifting off the map at a 
very alarming rate,” he says. Over the next 
decade, he pitched Guys first as a contempo- 
rary film, then as a TV show, and then— 
after a Chinatown-inspired rewrite—as a ’70s 
movie. Still, it wasn’t until his directorial 
debut in 2005, Kiss Kiss Bang Bang, that his 
luck started to change. That film starred Rob- 
ert Downey Jr., which eventually led to Black 
landing at the helm of Iron Man 3, which 


grossed $1.2 billion worldwide in 2013.

Soon afterward, Lethal Weapon producer 
Joel Silver persuaded Black to send out 
the Nice Guys script again, and this time 
Crowe and Gosling showed interest. But it 
wasn’t Black’s renewed bankability that got 
Gosling’s attention. He had wanted to work 
with Silver and Black for years. “Joel and 
Shane just creeped their way into my sub- 
consciousness at a very young age,” says 
Gosling. “Between Joel being the screaming 
director in Who Framed Roger Rabbit or 
Shane writing The Monster Squad, they 
made a big impression in my early film life.”

Bomer as a hitman. When Crowe and Bomer 
came to film a particularly physical scene, 
the Oscar winner calmed the younger actor’s 
nerves by making fun of his performance in 
a certain film about male strippers. “I had to 
strangle him at one point,” says Crowe. “I 
could tell Matt was a little bit tense, and I’m 
putting my hands around his throat, and just 
that millisecond before Shane called 
‘Action!’ I just said, ‘This one’s for Magic 
Mike!’ It made him relax, and we got on with 
the rest of the day’s work.” 

Gosling and Crowe established an easy 
rapport early in the shoot, which took place 
in L.A. and Atlanta. “We were doing a scene 
where I’m in a bathroom stall, and I was try- 
ing to get the door to keep flying open every 
time I closed it,” Gosling says. (The scene is 
a highlight of the film’s trailer.) “I had to deal 
with my pants around my ankles, a gun, a 
cigarette, a magazine. I was trying to keep all 
those things spinning, and I heard this 
chuckling. I pulled the bathroom door back, 
and it was Russell laughing at me. I knew it 
was going to be fun because we were finding 
the same things funny.” Apparently, nice

For years, Stanton stayed mum on a 
follow-up to Finding Nemo, the underwater 
adventure of a clown fish named Marlin 
(Albert Brooks) tracking his captured son 
across the Australian seas. But that changed 
when the director screened the film in 2010 
during its conversion to 3-D for rerelease, 
and had an epiphany: one about Ellen 
DeGeneres’ breakout sidekick swimmer, 
Dory, an optimistic blue tang with short- 
term memory loss. 

“T remember thinking, ‘I actually worry 
about Dory. I worry she’ll get lost again,’” 
says Stanton. “In my mind, she was always 
a tragic figure—there’s no way you can 
wander the ocean with that kind of handi- 
cap. She didn’t know where her family was. 
And I thought, ‘I’d love to have her not see 
herself as somebody with a deficiency and 
know that she could find her way back if she 
was on her own.’” 

Stanton secretly worked on the sequel’s 
story—about Dory’s quest to reconnect 
with her parents—for around eight months 
until he was ready to announce his inten- 


tions in early 2012 to the rest of Pixar...and 
DeGeneres. The talk-show host had joked for

years about all the other sequels Pixar was 
developing before Dory. “Honestly, I kind of 
gave up on it because it had been 10 years, 
but when he finally called me, the first thing 
he said to me was ‘Uncle,’ and I knew that 
we were doing it,” says DeGeneres. 
Suddenly, Dory was swimming again, and 
DeGeneres instantly sank back into the role.

This time, 
Dory’s big adventure—the search for her 
family—sends her to the Marine Life Insti- 
tute in California, where she meets a slew of 
new characters, including a curmudgeonly 
octopus named Hank (Modern Family’s Ed 
O’Neill), who dreams of swapping shallow 
kiddie touch pools for deep-water solitary 
confinement. “He was born in captivity,

absolutely crazy because she can’t remember 
anything,” says O’Neill, who was Stanton’s 
first and only choice for the role. “But they’re 
amazing animals. He shape-shifts, he changes 
colors—go Google ‘mimic octopus’!” 

Hank—who Pixar animators almost 
unanimously agree is the most challenging 
character they’ve developed in 18 years— 
is one of several newcomers to the cast, 
including O’Neill’s TV costar Ty Burrell (as 
a neurotic beluga whale), Idris Elba (as a 
lazy sea lion, Fluke), and Eugene Levy and 
Diane Keaton as Dory’s parents (no spoilers 
here: At the very least, you'll meet them in 
a flashback). Plus, there are all the fresh 
fish who bump into Marlin (Brooks) and 
Nemo (now voiced by 12-year-old Hayden 
Rolence) as they explore the ocean depths 
to find their forgetful friend. 

Despite the grand expansion of the Nemo 
world, Stanton says he hopes the series is a 
two-parter, not a trilogy.

Moyes, who also wrote the screenplay, 
didn’t hold back when it came to the story’s 
emotional beats, and it was British theater 
director Thea Sharrock’s job, in her first 
film, to translate that without being heavy- 
handed. “When was the last time you went 
to the cinema and you really, really cried?”

Nanite bombs are injected 
into their necks, and they’re dropped into 
a deserted Midway City with squad leader 
Col. Rick Flag (Joel Kinnaman) to com- 
plete a top secret mission that turns deadly. 

Complicating their efforts is the at-large 
Joker (Jared Leto), a punk psychopath- 
turned-gangster determined to preserve 
his twisted love affair with his psychiatrist- 
turned-protégée, Harley. Levels of devious- 
ness are celebrated in this rare superhero 
film that asks the question: Can someone 
bad do something good? “The beauty of this 
project for me is taking these characters, 
literally, out of their prison, their emotional 


exile, and turning them into a highly

dysfunctional family,” says Ayer, whose 
films (Fury, End of Watch) often traffic in 
murky morality.

Think part group therapy, part 
boot camp. “It’s not just about reading 
lines,” Ayer says about the intensive prep.

Robbie, whose character does her own fair 
share of manipulating. “It’s all pretty deep. 
He wants to know about your personal his- 
tory, your relationships, and your child- 
hood—things you don’t really want to tell 
a stranger. And then you have to share that 
with the rest of your squad as well. I really 
didn’t like that.” 

What she did love was working opposite 
the eccentric and earnest Leto, who went 
off-the-rails deep as he created his version 
of a villain who has already been etched 
into cinema history by two acting icons. 
While the rest of the crew bonded, Leto 
remained isolated, steeping himself in the 
comics, meeting with psychiatrists and 
psychopaths—all to create a Joker that felt 
different. “I think the Joker lives in between 
reality and another plane, kind of a shaman 
in a way,” Leto says. “It’s a very intoxicat- 
ing role. You have permission to break 
rules and to challenge yourself and anyone 
around you in a really unique way.” 

Leto took that mantra to heart, sending 
his costars a variety of odd gifts—from the 
rat to a dead pig to a handful of bullets— 
while he remained sequestered from them. 
It kept the cast on their toes. “They must 
have thought I was completely f---in’ crazy,” 
Leto says. “But I know this: Every time I 
walked on the set, I saw a lot of smiles. I was 
happy to make everyone smile.” Pause. 
“Even if I had to cut their tongues out.”

Callum Turner—is forced to siphon gas 
from other cars and nearly comes to blows 
over who gets the last packet of ramen 
noodles. Green Day they ain’t. 

With the group about to throw in the 
towel and head back home, a sympathetic 
fan scores them a show at a sketchy-looking 
roadhouse deep in the Oregon woods. The 
only catch is that the audience is full of 
rabid white supremacists. Rather than being 
scared off, the band manages to find the 
absurd humor of their situation and kicks 
off the show with the Dead Kennedys’ 
rat-a-tat classic “Nazi Punks F--- Off!” 
Miraculously, they manage to finish their set 
in one piece, but as they’re about to hightail 
it out of there, the bassist, Pat (Yelchin), 
returns to the green room for a forgotten 
phone and discovers a dead woman on 
the floor with a knife stuck in her head. The

rest of the Ain’t Rights, plus the dead girl’s 
friend (Imogen Poots), lock themselves 
inside while the compound’s scarily calm 
leader, Darcy (Patrick Stewart, menacingly 
against type in all but the skinhead part), 
plans how to clean up the messy situation. 

From there, the already tense Green 
Room shifts gears into an intense siege 
thriller, pitting our DIY punk heroes against 
backwoods Hitler Youth psychos armed 
with shotguns, machetes, and throat- 
ripping attack dogs—an exploitation 
standoff that, you have to admit, you don’t 
see every day. What makes Green Room 
more than just a giddy, gory slice of gonzo 
B-movie mayhem, however, is both its ace 
cast and the vise-tightening mastery of the 
man pulling the strings behind the camera. 
While Yelchin and Poots are worth calling 
out for their scrappy resourcefulness punc- 
tuated by perfectly timed bits of (much 
needed) black humor, it’s Stewart whose 
relaxed air of jackbooted evil captures and 
holds your attention. Like his chrome- 
domed countryman Ben Kingsley in 2001’s 
Sexy Beast, Stewart is way scarier when he’s 
neither barking nor biting but just purring 
controlled threats. Who knew he was so 
good being so bad? As for director Saulnier, 
whose previous film was 2014’s slow- 
boiling revenge indie Blue Ruin, he has now 
officially graduated from one-to-watch to 
real-deal status. Turns out that just like his 
leading man, he’s really good at being really 
bad too. A-

You weren't in the first 
two films. Why joinin 
on The Next Cut? 
When they reached out, 
| was really intrigued, 
because | knew that 
Malcolm Lee was direct- 
ing and [black-ish cre- 
ator] Kenya Barris and 
Tracy Oliver wrote the 
script. But what really 
got me was it hada 
heart that | really love, 
and | felt connected to 
the story in many ways.

KING OF THE JUNGLE 


Christopher Walken rules as King Louie in a live-action The Jungle Book (out April 15). 
Here's how Disney made the prime ape bigger than ever. BY NICOLE SPERLING 
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Meet the new King Louie. He’s 
10 feet tall—and long extinct. 

For The Jungle Book, director 
Jon Favreau (/ron Man) wanted to 
anchor every detail in reality. But 
that created a problem when it 
came to the movie's great ape. In 
Disney's 1967 animated movie, 
Louie (voiced by Louis Prima) is 
an orangutan. But the ginger- 
haired primates aren’t endemic 
to India, where Rudyard Kipling’s 
classic is set. The maniacal—and 
musical!—monarch needed a 
new species. 

Favreau found his answer 
in Gigantopithecus, an ancient 
ape that died out about 100,000 
years ago. The animal was, as its 


name suggests, huge, towering 
up to almost 10 feet tall, more 
than double the size of an adult 
male orangutan. So this Louie, 
voiced by Christopher Walken, is 
a far more intimidating figure. 
“It sparked my imagination and 
allowed me to do something ton- 
ally different and more exciting,” 
Favreau says. “Plus, no one knew 
what it looked like, so | could 
take some liberties and make it 
look like Christopher Walken.” 
And sing like him, too. Prima 
sang the swinging, bongo-heavy 
hit “I Wan‘na Be Like You” in the 
‘67 film. This time, to match 
Louie’s new species, composer 
John Debney partnered with the

song’s original lyricist, Richard 
Sherman, to revamp the tune. 
Sherman, who also wrote songs 
for Mary Poppins, sparked to 
the word Gigantopithecus and 
rewrote the lyrics, rhyming it 
with ridiculous and magnificus. 
The result is a musical number 
that’s part Prima, part Marlon 
Brando in Apocalypse Now. 
Favreau also planted an Easter 
egg inside the scene for die-hard 
Walken fans. When Mowgli 
rummages through Louie's trea- 
sures as the ape sleeps, it’s a 
cowbell that rouses him—a nod 
to Walken’s iconic SNL skit. 
Because even the jungle needs 
more cowbell.

Can Pine rope Roper without getting 
exposed or scorched by so much evil under 
the sun? Such is the screw-tightening 
suspense, impressively directed by Danish 
helmer Susanne Bier. 

The Night Manager comes on like film 
noir, the kind where a flawed Everyman ina 
fallen world is seduced by desperate femmes 
fatales and a mesmerizing villain. But the 
warm, classical visual aesthetic is your first 
sign that this show has limited interest in 
affirming the cynicism of the genre or the 
current pop zeitgeist. Hiddleston’s decep- 
tively passive Pine is a decidedly different 
take on the cool, privately tortured under- 
cover operative at risk of losing himself in 
the murk of his work. Burr’s decency and 
patriotism (and her pregnancy) recall 
Frances McDormand’s Marge from Fargo. 
Sophie and Jed aren’t tempter vixens. Like 
Pine, they’re trapped souls who desire full, 
righteous lives—not hollow, sell-out lives. 

Laurie’s Roper is the slyest creation. He’s 
an anti-Bond villain to Pine’s anti-Bond hero. 
He captivates us not with pure evil but with 
the possibility that he might only be a slimy 
international businessman, one with sincere 
romantic, philanthropic, and fatherly 
dimensions. Watching this death merchant 
delight in producing violent spectacle, col- 
lecting youth and beauty and grooming 
Pine to be the new “star” of his sick show, 
you wonder if Laurie is playing an arms 
dealer or a movie producer. A clever fable of 
heroic renewal, The Night Manager gives us 
a redemptive journey into a heart of dark- 
ness and a portrait of a genre mired in 
shadow pining for daylight.

Tina Jordan @EWTinaJordan 


e IT MAY HAVE BEEN 
published 203 years 
ago, but the first 

line of Pride and Prejudice still 

crackles: “It is a truth univer- 

sally acknowledged, that a 

single man in possession of 

a good fortune, must be in want 

of a wife.”

Raymie’s earnestness is impossible not to fall in love 
with. When the directions on the application form say to 
answer all questions, she scrawls a tiny “yes” next to the 
headline “Do you want to be Little Miss Central Florida 
Tire?” DiCamillo’s prose contains magical lines—“There 
was something scary about watching an adult sleep. It 
was as if no one at all were in charge of the world”— 
which grow even more poignant when you realize the 
sleeping adult is a mean drunk, and that the young girls are 
dealing with more than they even know. She also has a pro- 
found understanding of the way children collect bits of 
tossed-off wisdom from adults and turn them into a life 
manual. It’s a thrill to watch Raymie go through this 
process, uncovering truths and forming new questions 
along the way.

A Little Slice 
of Heaven 


Acclaimed songstress Sara Bareilles 
concocts the perfect recipe for baking a 
beloved indie film into a blue-ribbon 
Broadway musical.

Sara Bareilles can’t get enough 
pie. “I've eaten more pie in 
he last four years than | ever 
have in my life,” says the 36-year- 
old singer-songwriter, a five- 
ime Grammy nominee known 
or her pop hits like “Brave” and 
“Love Song.”

Three years of tears, pies, 
and cut songs later (including a 
Beauty and the Beast-esque 
number called “Down at the 
Diner”), Bareilles had the music 
and lyrics ready for the show’s 
trial run in Cambridge, Mass., 
in August 2015. And then? 

“The most time-intensive year 
I've ever had,” says Bareilles, 
describing a packed autumn 
with the release of her memoir, 
a book tour, and her fifth studio 
album, What's Inside: Songs 
From Waitress. “It was totally 
self-indulgent,” she confesses. 
“But we were fast approaching 
acast album, and | didn’t know 


| was going to fall so deeply in 
love with this music. There was 
a part of me that was just craving 
to do it once myself and frame 
it, sonically, as a Sara Bareilles 
record, a keepsake for me.” 

Now she'll “happily pass the 
baton” to the heiress of the 
soulful, pop-rock score: 
33-year-old rising ingenue Jessie 
Mueller, a Tony winner for her 
star-making performance as 
Carole King in 2014's Beautiful: 
The Carole King Musical. 
Coincidentally, Bareilles duetted 
with King at the Grammys just 
weeks before she saw Beautiful 
and fast-tracked Mueller to 
the top of her dream cast list 
for Jenna. “It was this incredible 
cosmic perfect storm,” she 
says. “[Mueller] has the perfect 
blend of relatability and vulner- 
ability and strength” 

That doesn’t mean that 


Bareilles, who auditioned for 
shows in years past, didn’t 
consider playing the role. “A 
part of me asked myself, could 
do this?” she muses. “But | so 
deeply believe that Jessie is 
the person that was supposed 
o originate this role.” 

Don't expect Bareilles to wait 
in the wings, though: She was 
just tapped to play Ariel in The 
Little Mermaid at the Hollywood 
Bowl this summer. The casting 
goes hand in hand with a 
swell of pop stars eyeing the 
stage. “We're all coming out of 
the closet together like, ‘I’m a 
theater geek, too!” she says. 
“Jason Mraz has a theater back- 
ground and loves the idea of 
doing something on Broadway. 
Josh Groban is going to debut 
this year [in Natasha, Pierre & 
the Great Comet of 1812].” 

But right now, Bareilles has 
to focus on Waitress. There are 
just a few weeks of previews 
left, and she’s about to redo an 
entire number. The process of 
putting on a Broadway musical 
can be chaotic—overwhelming 
at times, but also buoyant. 

“| got emotional yesterday, and 
it was our day off,” Bareilles 
says, laughing. “I don’t know 
that | ever thought I'd do any- 
thing like this, and to have been 
so well received for something 
that | love so deeply... | really 
drank the Kool-Aid on this s---.”
